We  regret  the  tragedy  faced  by  the  cities 
and  towns  located  near  the  Mississippi  River  and  Lake 
Pontchartrain  as  a result  of  the  most  catastrophic  natural 
phenomenon  in  your  history  — Hurricanes  Katrina  and  Rita. 

Likewise,  the  Senate  of  the  Republic  supports  the  efforts 
made  by  the  Colombian  Government  to  assist  its  brother 
country,  the  United  States,  in  overcoming  this  tragedy  and 
its  aftermath.
